BAGGED BY BONFIELD, 


THE MAN WHO SUPPLIED HRONEK’S GANG 
WITH DYNAMITE 


Arrest, Early This Morning, of Rudolph 
Sevic, a Bohemian Gunsmith—The Pris- 
oner Regarded as the Most Dangerous of 
the Consp!rators—All the Accused Before 
the Grand-Jury. 


OnIcAGO, III., July 2%5.—The dragnet Of the 
law enmeshed to-day another of the Anarch- 
ists who sought revenge upon the repre- 
sentatives of the law in the persons of Bon- 
field, Gary and Grinnell.

In the tops of the inside cylin- 
ders fulminating: caps are placed with fuses 
attached. Inspector Bonfield will not say 
whether or not these machines were found in 
Sevic’s house. 

Sevic’s arrest was kept secret until the mo- 
ned in court this 
morning. Meantime he had been subjected to 
a vigorous pumping process by Inspector 
Bonfield. The proceedings in court occupied 
butafew moments and consisted of amass 
putting the case on record and fixing a bon 
heavy enough to hold the gunsmith and con- 
tinuing further proceedings for a week. The 
Grand-jury, already impaneled to take up the 
case of Sevic’s alleged co-conspirators, will 
long before that time, it is expected, have 
sormeny indicted all concerned in the diaboli- 
cal plot. 

The police say that the discovery of the 
bombs, which are douptiess the product of 
Sevic’s handiwork, is an important link in the 
chain of evidence against Hronek, Chapek 
and Chleboun. The bombs were the invention 
of Hronek, and their manufacture by a prac- 
tical gunsmith goes far to,show a deep-laid 
conspiracy. It is thought By the police that 
many more of the bombs are in existence, as 
there is no other probable theory to explain 
the use of the large quantities of dynamite 
handled by the Bonemian gunsmith. 

SEVIC IN COURT. 

There was no blare ot trumpets when Ru- 
dolph Sevic was marched into the dock this 
morning, but Inspector Bonfield said he was 
probably the most dangerous dynamiter in 
the city. The Inspector appeared as prosecu- 
tor and said: 

Jour Honor, this man Sevic ts a Bohemian 
—_ and a friend of Chapek, Hronek and 

hieboun. January 21, 1887, he bought twenty- 
five pounds of dynamite of the American 
Powder Co. He told me that he sold this 
twenty-five pounds to a farmer living in 
Minnesota. I don’t believe his story, 
and have reason to believe that 
the r never went out of his charge. 
On May 2 of this year Sevic again bought 
25 pounds of dynamite of the American Pow- 
der Co. This dynamite was of exactly the 
same grade and nad the same stamps as that 
found in possezsion of the three conspirators. 
I consider him a more dangerous man than 
any of the three, and Lask that he be held in 
larger bonds. 

Sevic professed to the ignorance of English, 
although Inspector Bonfield said that he knew 
it paseably well. Ju Lyon explained the 
case tothe prisoner through an interpretor 
and then assented to Inspector Bonfi«ld’s mo- 
tion to continue the case a week in bonds of 


,000. 

There is no doubt of Sevic’s connection 
with the conspirators,’’ said Inspector Bon- 
feld subsequently. The identity of the dy- 
namite itself proves that. Then Sevic is a 
friend and acountryman of Hronek, Chapek 
and Chieboun. This comes pretty near prov- 
ing Sevic’s connection with the plot. The 
bombs made from the dyaamite were ot the 
‘devilish pattern.’ Oneof them wight have 
killed fifty men.’’ 4 

This afternoon Sevic was carried, with 
Hronck, Chapek and Chleboun, before the 
Grand-jury who immediately took up the 
case. he proceedings were guarded with 
the utmost jealousy. The first half hour was 
occupied by Inspector Bonfield in unfolding 
to the jurors the details of the conspiracy.

IMPORTED LABOR. 


The Congressional Committee Begins Its In- 
vestigation in New York. 


New Tonk, July 2%.—The Oo onal 
Committee appointed to look into the imm!-4 
gration affairs of the country at large began 
its work at the Westminster Hotel this morning 
at 10 o’clock. Chairman Melbourne H. Ford of 
Michigan and Congressmen W. W. Morrow of 
California and Richard Guenther of Wisconsin 
were the only members of the committee 


nt, but Gen. Spinola and Congressman 
Bates are expected to arrive to-morrow. The 
Commissioners of Eniigration were none of 
them present atthe opening of the 
nor was any one else there to represent 
Garden. 

The first witness to take the chair was E. L. 
Boas, passenger agent of the Hamburg line of 
steamers. He was questioned about the man- 
ner in which his company transacted its pas- 
senger business. Hesaid that his company 
had some toree thousand nts in this coun- 
try, and about 40 per cent of these agents’ 
24 were prepaid passage tickets, sold to 
friends and relatives for people in Europe. In 
New York the company has about seventy-five 

nts, all paid commissions, and they sell 
about 75 per cent of the emigrant tickets sold 
bere in New York. The witness never knew 
of tickets being sold in quantities to any oe 

e 


any one 
erson. About 75 cent of the passe 

rought here by his line of steamers are im- 
migrants. During the past five —_ they 
had landed 205,815 immigrants at Oastie 
den. The company’s agents sell tickets from 
any point in Europe to any point in this coun- 
try. About one-third of the immigrants 
— Se cate line stop here in New York 
and the balance go to points farther west. 
Every man who buys a ticket has to present 
a passport showing that he is allowed to em- 
383 and has not committed any crime. 

he company, he said, takes great pains to 
inspect all passengers in order that none shall 
— over who would not be allowed to land 

ere. 

Mr. Boas was questioned closely by each 
one of the committeemen on the passport 
question, and acknowledged that the princi- 
pal point dweit on in the document was 
whether or not the would-be emigrant was 
liable for military service. He said that all 
the steamship lines held a conference 
periodically and that one ofthe rules of the 
conference was that no agent should be al- 
lowed to sell tickets on credit or on the in- 
stallment plan. Mr. Boas said that most of the 
Hungarian emigrants were common laborers; 
the Bohemians are about evenly divided be- 
tween agricultural and common laborers, and 
the Poles are almost to aunit common labor - 
The Poles, he said, mostly goto Buffalo 
or Chicago. 

Mr. Coverly was the second witness exam- 
ined. He devoted special attention to the 
Mediterranean business done by his company. 
Mr. Coverly stated that the following Italian 
emigrants had been brought here by his line 
in the vears named: 1885, 10,836; „ 2,458; 
1885, 3,146 ; 1886, 6,591; 1887, 11, 128. 

The majority of prepaid tickets from Italy, 
he said, were sold by the Italian bankers here 
in New York. They have a system of their 
own, a sort of wildcat s ulation. They issue 
their own tickets, which are sold inthe form 
oforders on their agents in Italy and then 
when they haveany kind so issued they go to 
the steamship companies and make the best 
rates they can with them. In this way 
they sometimes make a handsome margin by 
— ing up a tramp steamer at a low rate. .

The Brothers Claim That the Knights of 
Tabor Have Been Alienating the Sisters— 
What the Women Propose to Do—Argu- 
ments in the Case—To-Day’s Session. 


The order of the United Brothers of Friend- 
ship, the National Grand Lodge of which is 
now holding its convention at Central Turner 
Hall, is torn to pieces with an agitation which 
is regarded as dangerous in the extreme by 
the older and more sober-headed members. 
There are two divisions in the order—the 
brothers and the sis „ The latter are 
classed under th head of ‘*The 
Temple of the Mysterious Ten. Here- 
tofore the financial part of the 
institution has been managed by the Brothers. 
They fixed the rates of the assessments and the 
manner of the collection thereof and ordered 
the disposition of the funds when collected. 
Up to the time of the present convention the 
Sisters have mutely submitted to this manner 
of transacting the business, although some of 
tne Brothers have claimed that they have no- 
ticed 

SPORADIC DISSATISFACTION 
which would crop out now and then, notwith- 
standing the forcible means which were used 
for its repression. e 

This feeling, it would appear, has been 
gathering strength during the past few years, 
and at chis convention it broke fortn in all the 
fury thatits suppression had accumulated.

LABOUCHERE’S LETTER. 


QUEEN VICTORIA TO MAKE A PRIVATE VISIT 
TO THE GLASGOW EXHIBITION, 


The Czar and Emperor William—Cost of En- 
tertaining Royal Visitors—HKing Milan’s 
Heavy Losses at Gambling—Suicides at 
Monte Carlo—The ‘‘Times’’’ Parnell Let. 
ters—Irish Evictions. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, July %.—The Queen has decided to 
stay at Blythswood, Sir Archibald Oampbell’s 
place in Renfrewshire, for three days next 
month, so Her Majesty, who will arrive there 
from Osborn early in the morning of Wednes- 
day, August 22, will not leave for Balmoral 
till about 10 o’cloek on the night of Friday, the 
Mth. The Queen intends to pay a state visit 
to Glasgow on the afternoon of the 22d, tray- 
eling by special train from Renfrew to St. 
Enoch’s Station, Glasgow, where she will ar- 
rive at 4 o’clock, and the Lord Provost 
is to meet her there. Her Majesty will re- 
ceive an address from the corporation at the 
Municipal Building after which she is to pro- 
ceed to the exhibition where she will receive 
an address from the Convenors’ Committee on 
the dais in the grand hall and then inspect 
some of the galleries. A visit is to be paid to 
Paisley on Thursday, the 23d, and on Friday 
morning the Queen will return to Glasgow for 
the purpose of paying a private visit to the 
exhibition. 

THE CZAR AND EMPEROR WILLIAM. 

The Czar was probably glad that he was not 
obliged to receive Emperor William at his 
country seat, as special preparations would 
have been necessary for his reception, and 
the expenses of such visits are prodigious. It 
cost the Emperor df Austria £120,000 to enter- 
tain the Czar for three days at Krensier in 
1885, and the bills for putting Archbishop 
Olmutz’ palace in repair and for decorating 
and furnishing it for the occasion, amounted 
to nearly forty thousand pounds. 

KING MILAN. 

King Milan of Serviais a most despicable 
creature, Some years ago he went to Vienna 
fora brief stay, and the first mile of his visit 
he lost £24,000 at a Nobles’ club. The money 
had to be paid within twenty-four hours, and 
asthe amount was not within his reach, he 
went tothe palace and requested a loan from 
the Emperor, who gave him the money on 
condition be would notplay again, and yet 
the very next night he was found at the ta- 
ble, and did not rise until another £8,000 had 
gone.

SUICIDES AT MONTE CARLO. 

A correspondent who really knows what he 
is writing about sends the following respect- 
ing the reported suicides at Monte Carlo. ‘‘I 
am very glad to see that you have taken the 
trouble to contradict some of the lies which 
are published in provinolal papers concerning 
Monte Carlo. A few days after my return 
from there, last May, I was out driving 
in the midland counties, and a lady sitting 
next to me said: ‘I see from the papers that 
there have been forty suicides this season at 
Monte Carlo. How on earth can you go to 
sucha dreadful place?’ Youare quite right 
when you assert that there has not been a 
single case of suicide this season, but tnere 
has been one attempt, Which bappened as fol- 
lows: Achemist’s assistant from Nice lost, I 
think, a louis, and then went out of the room, 
sat down on a seat in the square facing 
the Casino, dramatically drew a revolver 
from his pocket, pointed athis left breast, 
fired, then fell down and was immediately 
carried off by some gens d' arms A surgeon 
was sent for and the would be suicide was ex- 
amined, There was nota scratch upon him, 
but a small bullet about the size ofa pea was 
found sticking in his great coat. He was sent 
back to Nice by the next train, and was the 
following day waiting as usual behind the 
counter. The most revolting part of the whole 
thing was to see two men, I am glad to say 
not Englishmen, rubbing some money for 
luck against the supposed dead man’s coat,as 
he was being carried away. 

THE 8O-CALLED PARNELL LETTERS. 

The story which is current to the effect that 
the so-called Parnell letters were found 
among Mr. Forster's papers and handed over 
to the Times by Mr. Arnold Forster, does not 
fitin with certain well-known facts of chro- 
nology. Mr. Forster ceased to be Chief Secre- 
tary on May 2, 1882. Lord Frederick Cavendish 
was murdered on May 6. The lithographed 
letter which the Times published last year 
bearsthe date of May 15. If this letter be 
genuine and was really found by the police, it 
would have been handed over to Sir George 
Trevelyan and not to Mr. Forster. Sir George 
Trevelyan, however, knows nothing about jt. 
What is the inference? 

THE IRISH EVICTIONS. 

The Irish evictions are evidently looked 
upon by some people as a sort ot entertain- 
ment organized for their special amusement.

After considerable discussion the contract was 
rejected and a bill introduced which provided 
that the city should buy its own machines and 
do the sweeping. This bill, like the contract, 
went by the board and the city was left in a 
position where if Mr. Josephs takes the no- 
tion all of the paved streets will de left un- 
Swept unless the city has 
hand labor, which will cost about 
double the amount now expended on 
the same work. Street Commissioner 
Turner said that Mr. Josephs would continue 
to do the work at the J- oent rate until some 
arrangements regarding the matter were put 
into definite shape. The following letter on 
the subject was submitted by the Street Com- 
missioner to the Mayor this morning:
